TWO  NEW  INSTITUTES 
AND  THREE  NAME  CHANGES 


The  name  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  was 
changed  to  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science 
from  July  first  last.  The  new  name  gives 
recognition  to  the  importance  of  the  pure 
sciences,  and  more  properly  describes  the 
work  of  the  faculty. 

Another  change  in  name  is  that  of  the 
School  of  Business,  formerly  the  Institute  of 
Business  Administration.  It  has  a new  direc- 
tor, Dr.  O.  Warren  Main,  and  a new  policy, 
which  eliminates  night  courses  leading  to 
the  degree  of  Master  of  Commerce. 

The  former  Department  of  Italian, 
Spanish  and  Portuguese  is  now  designated 
the  Department  of  Italian  and  Hispanic 
Studies. 

An  Institute  of  Earth  Sciences  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  J.  Tuzo  Wilson  has  been 
established  at  the  University.  On  the  Insti- 
tute’s executive  committee  are  Profs.  F.  E. 
Beamish,  G.  B.  Langford,  D.  A.  McRae  and 
G.  S.  Watson.  The  Institute  will  co-ordinate 
research  studies  and  bring  together  scientists 


in  any  subjects  in  the  earth  sciences.  It  will 
organize  seminars;  promote  co-operation 
between  departments  in  the  use  and  super- 
vision of  research  equipment;  and  assist  in 
organizing  field  expeditions,  particularly  to 
remote  areas. 

Another  new  establishment  is  the  Great 
Lakes  Institute,  under  Prof.  G.  B.  Langford’s 
direction.  It  will  also  bring  together 
specialists  in  several  fields— physics,  zoology, 
geology,  meteorology,  chemistry  and  botany, 
for  a joint  study  of  the  Lakes.  Co-operating 
with  the  University  is  a strong  group  of 
governmental  agencies,  including  the  Federal 
Department  of  Transport,  the  Defence  Re- 
search Board,  National  Research  Council, 
Canadian  Committee  on  Oceanography, 
Ontario  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests, 
and  Ontario  Water  Resources  Commission. 
The  converted  navy  ship,  Porte  Dauphine, 
operated  by  the  Department  of  Transport, 
is  the  base  for  research  going  on  under 
Prof.  R.  E.  Deane’s  direction.

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APPOINTMENTS 


Arts  and  Science 

N.  P.  Badenhuizen  has  been  appointed 
professor  and  chairman  of  the  Department 
of  Botany  from  January  1 next.  Dr.  Baden- 
huizen is  now  professor  of  Botany  and 
dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Science  in  the 
University  of  Witwatersrand,  Johannesburg. 
He  was  educated  at  the  University  of 
Amsterdam  and  taught  there  after  gradua- 
tion. From  1939  to  1942  he  was  geneticist 
and  biochemist  at  the  Experimental  Station 
for  Norstenlanden  Tobacco  in  Java;  was  a 
prisoner  of  war  for  three  years;  after  release 
was  with  the  Red  Cross  Hospital  in  Bang- 
kok; returned  to  Holland  to  set  up  the 
Cytological  Laboratory  of  the  Genetical 
Institute  in  the  University  of  Groningen; 
from  1947  to  1950  was  biochemist  with  the 
Royal  Netherlands  Yeast  Factory  at  Delft. 

Peter  Yates  has  been  appointed  professor 
in  the  Department  of  Chemistry.  Born  in 
England,  he  was  educated  at  the  University 
of  London,  obtained  his  M.Sc.  degree  at 
Dalhousie  University,  and  his  Ph.D.  at 
Yale.  Since  1952  he  has  been  on  the  Harvard 
Chemistry  staff. 

A.  P.  Thornton,  professor  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  History  was  educated  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Glasgow,  and  at  Oxford.  He  lectured 
on  Commonwealth  History  at  the  University 
of  Aberdeen  from  1950-57,  then  went  to 
the  University  College  of  the  West  Indies, 
where  he  has  been  chairman  of  the  History 
department  and  dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts. 

A new  Department  of  Mathematics  pro- 
fessor, F.  V.  Atkinson  is  also  an  Oxford 
graduate.  Following  World  War  II,  when 
he  spent  six  years  in  the  British  Army  Intel- 
ligence Corps,  mostly  in  India,  he  lectured 
at  Christ  Church,  Oxford;  then  proceeded  to 
University  College,  Ibadan,  Nigeria,  where 
he  developed  the  Department  of  Mathe- 
matics from  its  inception,  and  was  dean  of 
the  Faculty  of  Arts  for  two  years.  Since 
1956  he  has  been  head  of  the  Department 
of  Mathematics  at  Canberra  University 
College,  Australia. 


John  H.  H.  Chalk,  associate  professor  in 
the  Department  of  Mathematics,  was  edu- 
cated at  University  College,  London,  and 
at  Cambridge  and  Princeton.  He  saw  war 
service  with  the  Royal  Signals  and  the 
Signals  Research  Establishment.  He  lectured 
at  the  University  of  London  for  five  years, 
and  since  1956  has  been  at  McMaster  Uni- 
versity. 

Two  associate  professors  have  been 
appointed  to  the  Department  of  Psychology. 
Abram  Ansel  was  educated  at  Queen’s 
and  McGill,  and  the  State  University  of 
Iowa.  Since  1956  he  has  been  professor  at 
Tulane  University,  New  Orleans. 

George  Mandler  was  educated  at  New 
York  University,  the  University  of  Basle, 
Switzerland,  and  at  Yale.  Since  graduation 
he  has  been  at  Yale,  working  recently  at 
the  Centre  for  Advanced  Study  and  Be- 
havioral Sciences. 

The  following  assistant  professors  have 
been  appointed: 

Charles  T.  Morey  will  head  Studio 
Courses  in  the  Department  of  Art  and 
Archaeology.  Educated  at  Williams  College 
and  the  University  of  Georgia,  he  comes  to 
Toronto  from  Dartmouth  College. 

Stuart  McLean  (Chemistry)  was  born 
in  the  Moascar  Canal  Zone,  Egypt.  He 
graduated  from  the  University  of  Glasgow 
and  received  his  Ph.D.  from  Cornell.  He  has 
been  working  in  Ottawa  on  a National  Re- 
search Council  post-doctoral  Fellowship  in 
the  field  of  organic  chemistry  of  natural 
products. 

Also  in  Chemistry,  Steven  S.  Danyluk,  a 
graduate  of  the  University  of  Manitoba  and 
Renssellaer  Polytechnic  Institute,  is  an  in- 
vestigator in  the  field  of  Physical  Chemistry. 
He  has  been  in  Ottawa  on  a National 
Research  Council  post-doctoral  Fellowship. 
Dr.  Danyluk  will  be  in  charge  of  the  new 
nuclear  magnetic  resonance  spectrometer  to 
be  set  up  in  the  Department  of  Chemistry. 

Neil  C.  Field  (Geography)  is  a Toronto 
graduate,  who  took  graduate  work  at  the 
University  of  Washington.  Since  1956  he 
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has  been  with  the  Defence  Research  Board 
in  Ottawa.  His  main  interest  is  in  the  Soviet 
Union  and  the  Sino-Soviet  Bloc. 

A.  M.  Gordon  comes  to  the  Department 
of  Italian,  Spanish  and  Portuguese  from 
Harvard  University. 

W.  Kahan  is  assistant  professor  in  the 
Department  of  Mathematics  and  Mathe- 
matician in  the  Computation  Centre.  A 
Toronto  graduate,  he  has  been  at  Cam- 
bridge University’s  Computer  Laboratory  on 
a National  Research  Council  post-doctoral 
fellowship  for  the  past  two  years,  working 
on  computer  programming  and  numerical 
analysis. 

Robert  C.  Pratt  (Political  Economy) 
was  educated  at  McGill,  Oxford,  and  in 
Paris.  He  has  taught  at  Mount  Allison  Uni- 
versity, at  McGill,  and  at  Makerere  College 
in  East  Africa,  and  spent  last  year  at  the 
Institute  of  Commonwealth  Studies,  Oxford. 

R.  J.  Butler  (Philosophy)  a native  of 
Auckland,  and  graduate  of  the  University 
of  New  Zealand,  has  been  teaching  at 
Oberlin  College,  Ohio. 

Miss  V.  M.  Du  Feu,  educated  in  London 
and  Brussels,  comes  to  the  Department  of 
Slavic  Studies  from  the  University  of  Man- 
chester. A philologist,  her  special  field  is 
medieval  Slavic  literature.  She  will  also 
teach  Polish. 

Two  Americans  are  joining  the  Depart- 
ment of  Zoology  staff.  R.  A.  Liversage  has 
been  an  instructor  in  the  Department  of 
Biology,  Princeton  University,  and  T.  S. 
Parsons  is  from  the  Biological  Laboratories 
at  Harvard. 

I.  R.  Pounder,  former  head  of  the  De- 
partment of  Mathematics,  has  been  named 
professor  emeritus. 

Richard  J.  Spilsbury,  has  been  appointed 
visiting  professor  in  the  Department  of 
Philosophy  for  the  session.  Educated  at 
Oxford,  and  lecturer  in  philosophy  at  Uni- 
versity College  of  Wales,  he  has  been 
visiting  professor  at  the  Institute  of  Animal 
Genetics,  University  of  Edinburgh,  the  past 
year. 

In  University  College  two  new  assistant 
professors  have  been  appointed.  Gerald  E. 
Bentley,  in  the  Department  of  English, 
with  degrees  from  Princeton  and  Oxford, 
formerly  lectured  at  the  University  of 
Chicago. 

P.  F.  Dembowski  (French),  comes  from 
the  University  of  California  after  completing 
his  work  for  a Ph.D.  degree  in  Romance 
Languages  and  Literatures,  specializing  in 
Old  French.  A graduate  of  the  University  of 
British  Columbia,  he  spent  four  years  study- 


ing in  France  and  has  a doctorate  of  the 
University  of  Paris  in  Russian  Philology. 

Reginald  A.  Foakes,  on  leave  from  the 
University  of  Durham,  England,  has  been 
appointed  visiting  professor  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  English  for  the  session. 

Roger  M.  Savory  has  been  appointed 
visiting  associate  professor  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Near  Eastern  Studies.  A graduate 
of  the  University  of  London,  and  of  Oxford, 
he  has  been  lecturer  in  Persian  at  the  School 
of  Oriental  and  African  Studies,  London, 
and  editorial  secretary  of  the  new  Encyclo- 
paedia of  Islam. 

In  Victoria  College,  Prof.  D.  O.  Robson 
succeeds  Prof.  H.  G.  Robertson  as  chair- 
man of  the  Department  of  Classics. 

Prof.  J.  A.  S.  Evans  of  Waterloo  College, 
Waterloo,  is  visiting  special  lecturer  in 
Classics  for  the  session  1960-61. 

In  Trinity  College,  Miss  Fernande 
Bassan  has  been  appointed  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  French.  She  has  had  teaching 
experience  in  France,  Sweden  and  the 
United  States,  most  recently  at  Goucher 
College  in  Maryland. 

The  Rev.  Wallace  I.  Wolverton  has 
been  appointed  assistant  professor  of  Near 
Eastern  Studies  and  assistant  professor  of 
Divinity.  Born  and  educated  in  the  United 
States,  Dr.  Wolverton  served  in  the  U.S. 
army  and  the  air  force  in  Panama,  Africa, 
the  Middle  East,  Japan  and  Korea.  He  has 
been  teaching  in  St.  John’s  College,  Winni- 
peg since  1956,  and  has  been  Dean  of 
Divinity  since  1957. 

Emmanuel  College 

Rev.  E.  C.  Blackman  has  been  appointed 
assistant  professor  of  Homilectics  and  Pas- 
toral Theology  in  Emmanuel  College. 

Law 

Four  new  assistant  professors  have  been 
appointed  in  this  Faculty: 

J.  B.  Dunlop,  educated  at  Queen’s, 
Toronto  and  Harvard  universities,  has  been 
on  the  Law  faculties  of  the  University  of 
Ottawa,  and  recently  of  Queen’s. 

Bernard  Green,  educated  at  McMaster, 
Toronto  and  Harvard,  taught  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Florida  for  a year,  then  returned  to 
Harvard  to  work  on  his  S.J.D.  degree. 

Mark  R.  MacGuigan,  with  degrees  from 
St.  Dunstans,  Toronto  and  Columbia  univer- 
sities was  born  in  Charlottetown,  P.E.I.  He 
has  been  doing  work  towards  his  J.S.D.  at 
Columbia. 
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Richard  Rank  has  been  appointed  Law 
Librarian  as  well  as  assistant  professor. 
Born  in  Estonia,  he  has  degrees  from  Tartu, 
Heidelberg  and  Washington  universities.  He 
has  taught  International  Law  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Uppsala,  Sweden;  was  in  charge  of 
the  foreign  and  comparative  law  collection 
at  the  Cornell  Law  Library;  and  spent  two 
years  installing  a law  library  at  Instanbul 
University.  Recently  he  has  been  assistant 
curator  in  charge  of  cataloguing  at  New 
York  University  Law  Library. 

Business 

O.  Warren  Main  is  the  new  director  of 
the  newly  named  School  of  Business, 
formerly  the  Institute  of  Business  Adminis- 
tration. He  succeeds  T.  C.  Graham,  who 
prefers  to  concentrate  on  teaching  and  re- 
search. Dr.  Main  received  his  B.A.  from 
McMaster  University  in  1938,  continued  his 
studies  and  taught  at  this  University,  and 
in  1948  joined  the  College  of  Commerce, 
University  of  Saskatchewan.  He  returned  to 
Toronto  in  1953. 

John  A.  Sawyer  has  been  appointed 
assistant  professor.  Educated  at  the  Univer- 
sities of  Toronto  and  Chicago,  he  joined 
the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  in  1953, 
and  for  the  past  five  years  has  been  chief 
of  its  Research  Projects  Section,  Research 
and  Development  Division.  Previously  he 
taught  at  the  Universities  of  Toronto  and 
Alberta  and  at  Royal  Military  College. 

Applied  Science  and 
Engineering 

R.  J.  Kavanagh  has  been  appointed 
assistant  professor  in  the  Department  of 
Electrical  Engineering.  A graduate  of  the 
University  of  New  Brunswick,  Dr.  Kavanagh 
earned  degrees  of  M.A.Sc.  in  1954  and  Ph.D. 
in  1957  from  the  University  of  Toronto.  He 
held  positions  on  the  staff  here  from  1953- 
59,  and  last  year  he  spent  in  England  as 
a post-doctoral  Fellow  at  Imperial  College. 
His  special  field  is  Feedback  Control 
Systems. 

S.  N.  Flengas  has  been  appointed  assis- 
tant professor  in  the  Department  of  Mechani- 
cal Engineering.  Born  in  Athens,  Greece, 
he  was  educated  at  National  Athens  Univer- 
sity and  the  University  of  London.  He  spent 
two  years  in  Ottawa  on  a National  Research 
Council  Fellowship,  and  the  past  two  years 
with  the  Department  of  Mines  and  Tech- 
nical Surveys,  Ottawa,  latterly  as  senior 
Scientific  Officer,  Extraction  Metallurgy, 
Research  subdivision,  Mines  Branch. 


Medicine 

Dr.  Charles  S.  Hanes  has  been  ap- 
pointed head  of  the  Department  of  Bio- 
chemistry, succeeding  Dr.  A.  M.  Wynne, 
who  has  retired  with  the  title  Professor 
Emeritus.  A Toronto  graduate,  with  Ph.D. 
and  Sc.D.  degrees  from  Cambridge,  Dr. 
Hanes  has  been  on  the  University  staff  since 
1951.  The  previous  four  years  he  spent  at 
Cambridge,  as  a Reader  in  Biochemistry 
and  Director  of  the  Agricultural  Research 
Council’s  Unit  of  Plant  Biochemistry.  At  the 
same  time  he  was  an  Honorary  Fellow  of 
Downing  College.  During  the  war  he  was 
a Scientific  Member,  British  Food  Mission 
to  North  America,  and  then  Director  of 
Food  Investigation,  U.K.  Department  of 
Scientific  and  Industrial  Research. 

New  appointments  include  W.  R.  Bruce 
and  C.  R.  Fuerst,  both  assistant  professors 
in  the  Department  of  Medical  Biophysics, 
and  B.  H.  McNeel,  associate  professor  in 
Psychiatry.

The  Faculty  Club,  which  combines  the 
former  Faculty  Union  and  Women’s  Faculty 
Union,  moved  into  comfortable  new  quarters 
at  41  Willcocks  Street  on  September  19th. 
For  the  first  time,  men  and  women  staff 
members  have  a club  where  they  can  meet 
for  dinner,  conversation  or  cards. 

The  building  formerly  belonged  to  the 
Primrose  Club,  a social  body  which  has 
erected  a new  home  on  St.  Clair  Avenue 
West.  Faculty  Club  dining  rooms  can  seat 
about  120  persons,  and  in  addition  there  is 
a tuck  shop  serving  sandwiches  and  cold 
drinks.  Food  prices  are  competitive  with 
regular  restaurants.  There  are  also  well 
furnished  lounges,  card  rooms,  and  a billiard 
room.  At  present,  the  Club  is  open  from  11 
a.m.  to  11  p.m.,  Monday  to  Friday. 


Both  the  Association  of  the  Teaching  Staff 
and  the  two  Faculty  Unions  agreed  last 
spring  that  all  teaching  staff  of  the  rank 
of  lecturer  and  above  should  automatically 
be  members  of  the  Faculty  Club.  Annual 
fees  of  $12.00  for  lecturers  and  assistant 
professors,  and  of  $18.00  for  those  of  higher 
rank,  are  deducted  from  monthly  salary 
cheques  unless  a staff  member  states  in 
writing  that  he  does  not  wish  to  belong. 

Membership  qualifications  for  research 
and  administrative  staffs  are  essentially  the 
same  as  in  the  former  Faculty  Unions.

Applied  Science  and 
Engineering 

Dean  R.  R.  McLaughlin  attended  the 
First  Pan  American  Congress  on  Engineer- 
ing Education  in  Buenos  Aires,  Argentina, 
Sept.  12-17.  The  Congress  was  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Pan  American  union  of 
Associations  of  Engineers,  of  which  the 
Engineering  Institute  of  Canada  is  a mem- 
ber. Dean  McLauglin  and  Dean  H.  G.  Conn 
of  Queen’s  University  represented  Canada. 
Dean  McLaughlin  presented  two  papers,  on 
“Engineering  Curricula  at  Canadian  Univer- 
sities” and  “Graduate  and  Research  Pro- 
grammes at  Canadian  Engineering  Schools.” 
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TV  LECTURES  IN  RUSSIAN  la 
AID  EXTENSION  STUDENTS 


The  University  of  Toronto  will  offer  an 
elementary  course  in  Russian  over  CBC 
television  this  session,  and  for  the  first  time 
will  recognize  TV  lectures  as  a formal  part 
of  work  leading  towards  the  Bachelor  of 
Arts  degree.  The  new  policy  applies  to 
General  Course  students  registered  in 
Russian  la  through  the  Division  of  Univer- 
sity Extension,  and  is  subject  to  the  follow- 
ing provisions  set  by  the  Senate: 

(a)  that  enrolment  in  the  TV  course 
be  limited  to  50  regular  students  (“regular 
students”  means  those  students  who  have 
met  the  admission  requirements  and  are 
proceeding  towards  the  degree); 

(b)  that  the  students  meet  in  groups 
of  25  for  a two-hour  tutorial  class  at  the 
University  every  second  week; 

(c)  that  the  students  complete  weekly 
exercises; 

(d)  that  each  student  does  such  read- 
ing and  writes  such  book  reports  as  are 


(e)  that  the  students  write  the  same 
examination  as  the  other  students  taking 
Russian  la; 

(f)  that  the  students  pay  the  regular 

fee. 

The  TV  course  will  consist  of  48  half- 
hour  lectures  by  two  members  of  the  De- 
partment of  Slavic  Studies,  Professor  Maya 
Jenkins  and  George  Harjan.  They  will  be 
carried  over  the  Canadian  Broadcasting 
Corporation  Toronto  channel  from  noon  to 
12.30  p.m.  every  Saturday  and  Sunday  be- 


ginning November  5,  and  will  be  produced 
by  the  CBC  in  co-operation  with  the  Univer- 
sity. 

For  the  50  students  working  for  credit, 
the  course  will  eliminate  many  hours  of 
travel  to  and  from  the  campus  for  evening 
classes.  In  addition,  it  is  hoped  that  several 
hundred  other  people  will  follow  the  TV 
lectures  on  their  own,  supplementing  the 
lessons  with  the  standard  University  text- 
book and  workbook.  By  the  end  of  the 
session,  even  non-credit  students  should  be 
able  to  use  800  to  1,000  words  of  Russian 
in  reading  and  simple  conversation. 

The  new  series  follows  successful  use  of 
closed  circuit  television  for  teaching  in  the 
Faculties  of  Dentistry  and  Medicine,  and 
three  years  of  well  received  educational 
broadcasts  by  members  of  the  University 
staff  on  the  CBC  “Live  and  Learn”  series. 
This  year’s  series  will  be  very  different, 
however,  from  previous  ones  in  psychology, 
physics,  French  and  geology  mounted  by 
the  CBC  and  University.  They  consisted  of 
10  or  12  lectures  connected  loosely  by 
subject  matter  but  not  making  up  a formal 
course  of  study,  so  that  viewers  could  enjoy 
isolated  broadcasts.  The  Russian  course  will 
demand  regular  viewing  and  a fair  amount 
of  homework. 

“Live  and  Learn:  Russian”  originated  in 
discussions  last  winter  between  Professor 
G.  S.  N.  Luckyj,  Chairman  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Slavic  Studies,  and  Professor  D.  C. 
Williams,  Director  of  the  Division  of  Univer- 
sity Extension  and  Chairman  of  the  Presi- 
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Professor  Maya  Jenkins  and  George  Harjan,  of  the  Department  of  Slavic  Studies,  will 
present  a series  of  48  lectures  in  elementary  Russian  over  television  this  session. 


dential  Advisory  Committee  on  Television. 
Both  felt  that  a TV  course  in  elementary 
Russian  grammar  and  conversation  would 
be  an  ambitious  but  desirable  move  in  adult 
education,  because  of  Russian’s  importance 
to  scientists,  diplomats,  teachers,  business- 
men and  students  of  world  affairs,  and  as  a 
key  to  the  culture  and  literature  of  one  of 
the  great  Powers. 

In  subsequent  lectures  with  the  Com- 
mittee on  Television,  Professor  Lucky j sug- 
gested using  the  TV  lectures  for  credit,  an 
idea  which  was  supported  by  both  the 
Board  of  Arts  Studies  and  the  Senate. 

For  its  part,  the  CBC  was  enthusiastic, 
although  the  longer  series  involved  greater 
costs  and  scheluling  problems  than  previous 
“Live  and  Learn”  series.  CBC  interest  was 
shown  in  an  offer  to  repeat  the  first  two 
lectures— key  lessons  on  the  alphabet— late 
Sunday  evenings.  Even  before  the  course 
began,  CBC  officials  were  talking  about 
possible  credit  courses  by  radio. 


A typical  lesson  in  the  new  series  will  con- 
sist of  a brief  review  of  past  material,  intro- 
duction of  new  vocabulary,  exposition  of 
new  grammatical  material,  and  oral  drill 
with  active  participation  by  the  viewer.  All 
new  material  will  be  illustrated  by  charts, 
pictures  and  diagrams.  Almost  from  the 
first,  the  student  will  be  exposed  to  Russian 
conversation  between  Professor  Jenkins  and 
Mr.  Harjan,  who  also  will  introduce  some 
aspects  of  Soviet  culture  each  time. 

Both  instructors  are  native  Russian 
speakers.  Professor  Jenkins,  who  is  in  charge 
of  Russian  language  teaching  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Slavic  Studies,  left  the  Soviet 
Union  after  World  War  II  and  studied  at 
London  University  before  coming  to  Canada 
with  her  husband  in  1953.  Mr.  Harjan 
joined  the  University  this  autumn  after  11 
years  of  study  and  teaching  in  the  United 
States,  including  three  years  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Oklahoma  where  he  conducted  a 
course  in  Russian  over  television. 
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Royal  Ontario  Museum 

Dr.  F.  A.  Urquhart  presented  a paper 
at  the  14th  International  Congress  of  Ento- 
mologists in  Vienna  this  summer.  He  visited 
the  British  Museum  of  Natural  History  and 
discussed  museum  matters  with  staff  mem- 
bers. He  also  visited  the  Paris  Museum 
where  he  met  Dr.  Barlotz,  Dr.  Dorst  and 
Dr.  Joannin. 

Dr.  A.  G.  Edmund  visited  a farm  near 
Wallaceburg  in  the  spring  to  examine  bones 
of  a mastodon  which  had  been  uncovered 
some  time  ago  by  construction  machinery. 
A follow-up  visit  in  late  August  yielded 
much  valuable  material.  The  value  of  this 
find,  which  produced  the  tusks,  many  frag- 
ments of  the  head  and  jaws  and  some  leg 
and  foot  bones,  lies  in  the  information  avail- 
able regarding  the  habitat  of  the  animal. 
Numerous  samples  of  contemporaneous 
wood,  freshwater  shells  and  pollen-bearing 
muck  were  taken.  It  is  anticipated  that  a 
temporary  exhibit  illustrating  the  results 
will  be  prepared  at  the  Museum  during  the 
winter. 

Dr.  R.  R.  H.  Lemon  attended  the  XXI 
International  Geological  Congress  held  in 
Copenhagen,  Aug.  15-25,  and  also  took  part 
in  a field  excursion  in  Scania  and  Crotland, 
Sweden.  Large  numbers  of  fossils  collected 
from  the  Lower  Palaeozoic  rocks  of  both 
these  areas  will  form  a valuable  addition  to 
the  Museum  collection. 

Mr.  James  L.  Baillie  attended  a meet- 
ing of  the  American  Ornithologists  Union  in 
Ann  Arbor,  Aug.  23-27. 

Dr.  G.  B.  Wiggins  has  been  awarded  a 
Canadian  National  Sportsmen’s  Show  re- 
search grant  which  is  being  used  to  con- 
tinue studies  of  the  taxonomy  and  biology 
of  the  Trichoptera  and  other  groups  of 
aquatic  insects. 

Drs.  W.  B.  Scott  and  E.  J.  Crossman 
conducted  a preliminary  survey  of  the  fresh- 
water fishes  of  Newfoundland  during  July. 
All  field  expenses  were  provided  by  the 
Canada  Department  of  Fisheries.  Drs.  Scott 
and  Crossman  attended  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  American  Society  of  Ichthyologists 
and  Herpetologists  held  in  Chicago  June 
17-19.  Dr.  Scott,  who  was  re-elected  to  the 
Board  of  Governors  of  the  Society,  presented 
a paper  entitled  “Fishery  Survey  in  Arctic 
Canada.” 

Dr.  Crossman  was  awarded  a Canadian 
National  Sportsmen’s  Show  research  grant  to 
continue  his  studies  of  the  fish  family 
Esocidae.  The  grant  is  being  used  to  study 
the  biology  of  the  little  known  grass  pickerel 
( Esox  americanus ).  Dr.  Crossman  acted  as 


scientific  advisor  to  the  research  program 
on  largemouth  bass  being  carried  out  this 
summer  at  Queen’s  University  Biological 
Station,  Lake  Opinicon. 

Social  Work 

Prof.  J.  Byles  was  leader  for  the  work- 
shop “Group  Work  and  Supervision”,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  National  Council  of  the 
Y.M.C.A.,  at  their  Summer  School,  Geneva 
Park,  Aug.  20-Sept.  3. 

Prof.  T.  Grygier  is  presently  conduct- 
ing a survey  of  Reform  Institutions  and 
relevant  hospital  facilities  for  the  Ontario 
Department  of  Reform  Institutions. 

Prof.  C.  E.  Hendry  addressed  the 
Canadian  Conference  of  Social  Work,  held 
the  week  of  June  7 at  Halifax,  on  “The 
Challenge  to  Social  Workers  of  the  World 
Situation”.  Professor  Hendry  took  part  in 
the  annual  conference  on  Evangelism  of  the 
United  Church  of  Canada  held  at  Whitby, 
Aug.  24-25,  and  addressed  the  members  on
